Lebanese government spokesmen 
last night said that the Israel Army 
had in effect taken control of an ea- 
timated 10 km.-wide strip in 
southerh Lebanon stretching from 
the Mediterranean to the slopes of 
Mt. Hermon. 

In contrast to statements from the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
Beirut radio quoted government of- 
ficlais aa conceding that the entire 
southern border region had fallen to 
the Israelis and that the PLO had 
been ejected from all bases there. 

‘The terrorists earlier had said that 
they were combating the massive 
offensive unleashed by Israel at mid- 
night on Tuesday. Although the 
terrorists had been expecting the 
assault ever since Saturday's 
massacre north of Tel Aviv, they 
appeared to have been surprised by 
the intensity of the ground, sea and 
air drive. 

“It's really a big operation. They 
mean to finish ws off," one terroriat 
spokesman was quoted by foreign 
newsmen. 

PLO officials said they estimated 
the number of Israeli troops in the 
campaign as ‘‘at least 25,000," 
operating on four major fronts. 


᾿ The PLO spokesmen and their 
news media were initially quiet as 
terrorists were being pressed back 
from key positions by the Israel 
assault. It was only some 12 hours 
after the drive began that these 
spokesmen and the PLO’s WAFA 
news agency and radio began to 
issue statements from Beirut and 
Damascus. 


Suddenly there was a flurry of 
communiques, speaking of terrorist 
forces blocking Israeli advances and 
inflicting heavy losses. The com- 
muniques were ironically coupled 
with cries to Arab heads of state to 
help salvage ‘‘the Palestinian 
revolution and the Palestinian 
people"? from an Israeli ‘‘li- 
quidation” campaign. 

PLO war communiques were often 
contradicted, if not ridiculed, by 
Lebanese offfciata who put out their 


Qwn statements about Israel's 
thrusts deep across border positions. 
The officials spoke of a three- 
pronged tank assauit coupled with a 
landing of seaborne troops, 

‘The Lebanese officials had signali- 
ed 88 early as mid- yesterday 
the fall of several terrorist-held 
villages, including Bint Jbail, 
Maroun el-Ras, Yaroun, Taibeh, El- 
Khiam and others. 

The same officials reported 
Israeli aircraft had penetrated as far 
as Beirut, where several terrorist 
strongholds in the area were bom- 
barded. These included the coastal 
town of Damour, which the terrorists 
took over from Christians at the 
height of Lebanon's civil war two 
years ago. They 9814 targets in the 
Beirut area also included the refugee 
camps of Murj el-Barajneh, Shatila 
and Sabra, where PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat is said to be marshalling his 
men from an underground bunker. 

The Lebanese authorities closed 
Beirut International Airport for two 
hours, as Israel's warplanes 
Swooped in the region. 

Other targets hit by Israeli raids 
included several terrorist 
Strongholds near the southern 
Coastal town of Tyre, whose district 
was the scene of a similar bombard- 
Taent last November. 

Reports from Beirut said that the 
terrorists had deployed the bulk of 
their estimated 20,000 men in the 
South, although most of these were 
understood either to have fled or to 
have been redeployed away from the 
battleground, north of the Litani 
river. 

Terrorists in Beirut and South 
Lebanon have been fighting Chris- 
tian militias since Syrian troops end- 
ed the civil war elsewhere in 
Lebanon in November 1976.

Begin wants accord 
on barring terrorists

Ispaell forces will remain in 
southern Lebanon an agree- 
ment ts reached ensuring that the 
area no longer serves as ἃ base for 
terrorist attacks, Premier Menahem 
Begin said last night. 

Begin said that “all relevant fac- 
tors” (but not the PLO) would be 
“consulted” on this hoped-for agree- 
ment. 

He indicated that Syria was among 
the “relevant factors," but was 
reluctant to elaborate, saying that 
diplomatic efforts to achieve the 
agreement had not yet begun. 

Begin spoke at a press conference 
after a apecial cabinet meeting last 
night which had reviewed the day's 
fighting. 

He announced that the military ac- 
tion had been effectively completed 
by sundown last night. It had been a 
day on which “Israelis, Jews the 
world over, and all men of goodwill, 
should say ‘Al honour to the Israel 
Defence Forces,""' 

Chief of Staff Mordechai Gur said 
the terrorists had suffered some 100 
dead in direct combat, and Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman added that 
he assumed more had been killed In 
aerial and artillery bombardments. 

Gur said there were usually some 

2,000 terrorists in the area in ques- 
tion. Observers concluded from his 
report that most or many of the 
others had fled. 
* ‘The IDF now controlled an area 10 
kilometres in depth, across ἃ 100-km. 
front, Gur said. He denied Lebanese 
reports that Israel was holding 
bridges on the Litani river, and add- 
ed that some PLO reinforcements 
had apparently come south during 
the afternoon across those 

Premier Begin said that the army 
had not been sent into Lebanon “to 
remain there permanently. We want 
peace with Lebanon and have no 


desire to rule any of lts territory. But 
we will not acquiesce in 2 situation in 
which murderers come across from 
Lebanon to rafd Israel... We expect 
an agreement or arrangement as a 
result of which the murderers do not 
return to all the places from which 
they have been ejected."' 

He expected the issue to be raised 
during his talks with President 
Carter next week. To date, he said, 
there had been no appeal from the 
U.S. that Israel end its incursfon. 
The only message he had received 
from Carter and Secretary of State 
Vance were of condolences after 
Saturday's atrocity. (But see Wolf 
Blitzer’s report.) 


In his own letter to President 
Carter of Tuesday night, Begin said, 
he had explained that Israel was ac- 
ting in southern Lebanon in the exer- 
cise of her ‘inherent right of self- 
defence." 

The military action was not a 
“retribution or retaliation for the 
Saturday bloodshed — there can be 
no retaliation for the killing of inno- 
cent women and children," Begin 
said. It was an act of self-defence 
Gesigned to thwart vaunted PLO 
threats to repeat such attacks as that 
of Saturday. 


Lashing out at Russia's ‘sheer and 
shameful hypocrisy” in condemning 
the Israeli action, Begin exhibited a 
certificate, in Russian and Arabic, 
which had been awarded to a 
member of Ahmed Jibrii's terror 
Squad (an extremist PLO affiliate) 
upon completion of an officer train- 
ing course inaide Russia.

Jerusalem expects U.S.

Israel is hoping that its seizure of 
southern Lebanon will spur Syria, 
Lebanon, Egypt and other Arabs to 
agree to impose new and stringent 
limitations on the PLO's freedom of 
movement in Lebanon. This, accor- 
ding to authoritative sources, is what 
Prime Minister Begin meant when 
he said last night that Israel would 
hold out for an “‘agreement or 
arrangement" involving “6411 rele- 
vant factors,"* before it pulled out of 
the area. Begin spoke at a preas con- 
ference in Jerusalem (see above). 

Other high sources sald that Israel 
might be prepared for an agreement 
just between itself and the Lebanese 
government — provided that Syria 
gave its tacit consent too, giving the 
agreement significant added sub- 
stance. 

The sources all said they an- 
ticipated energetic American efforts 
in mediating such an agreement, 
with Israel keeping its own profile 
low. They did not expect that the 
“agreement" would necessarily be a 
formal decument with signatures 
appended, but rather an understan- 
ding between governments. 

All the Arab parties were obvious- 
ly keenly interested in Israel's 
prompt withdrawal from the 1,000- 
odd sq. km. of Lebanese territory 
that 11 now holds, and hence, the 
sources said, there were good 
chances that the agreement Israel 
sought could be reached quickly. 

Specifically, Israel will demand 
that the agreement provide that no 
PLO men be permitted to cross the 
Litani river southwards so as to pose 
a threat to the border areas. 

The high sources denied an 
American report that President

.Carter has aaked Begin to postpone 


his visit to W: , scheduled 
for next week, until there is no 
significant Israeli presence remain- 
ing in south Lebanon. 

The sources, who are close to the 
Premier, said they knew of no such 
message from Carter. 

Other diplomatic sources said 
earlier in the day they had no reason 
to doubt that the visit would go ahead 
as planned. 

After Israel's withdrawal, 
Jerusalem will expect the border 
area to be effectively policed against 
the PLO either by regular Lebanese 
Army units, or else by the Christian 
militiamen, whom Israel 15 ap- 
parently prepared to further aid and 
strengthen for this purpose. 

(In this connection, observers 
noted Defence Minister Weizman‘s 
remark last night that ‘‘the 
Christians in the south have brothers 
in the north." Apparently Israe! is 
expecting the Lebanese Christian es- 


* tablishment to assert itself and ex- 


tend the government's authority 
throughout the country.) 

Commenting on yesterday‘’s ac- 
tion, a high source said Israel fully 
expected many of the terrorists to 
flee before the IDF could reach 
them. After all, the tense expecta- 
‘ion of an Israeli incursion had been 
mounting in the area ever eince 
Saturday's terror attack on the 
Haifa road. 

The princ!pa} aim of the action, the 
source indicated, had thus not been 
to kill PLO men — though this had 
been an important subsidiary pur- 
pose — but to clear the border area 
of the terrorists — and hold onto it 
until effective measures were 
adopted by the Arabs themselves to 
ensure it remained clear.

Adequate notice must be 
given for the holding of such a con- 
ference, he said, and what he says at 
the press conference will depend 
largely on what the executive of the 
National Religious Party decides to- 
day on the presidential race. 

The Knesset faction of the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
yesterday decided that it would not 
promote any candidate. and that 
each MK wouid vote as he saw fit. 

The reason for this decision was 
not any weakening of the DMC's sup- 
port for Navon, but ἃ constitutional 
one that sounds as though it 
originated. with DMC faction leader 
Amnon Rubinstein — the Basic Law:

direct ballot. Nevertheless, all the 
ΜΙ present at yesterday's DMC 
faction meeting spoke in tavour of 


Navon‘s candidacy. 

While Navon is not yet assured of a 
clear majority (81 votes), he can 
count on 8 greater number of votes 
than any other candidate. Even if the 
NRP today should decide to support 
Prof. Yitehak Chavet it is thought 
that there will probably be a few 
defections in favour of Navon, both 
from the Liberal and NRP factions. 

This — in addition to the support of 
the Alignment, the DMC, Shelli, the 
Democratic Front, Gideon Hausner, 
and Shulemit Alont — would push 
Navon over the top.

Envoy to Austria recalled

Israel's ambassador to Austria, 
Ya'acov Doron. was yesterday 
ordered by Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan to return to Jerusalem for 
consultations in the wake of remarks 
by Austrian leaders which implied 
justification for and understanding 
of last Saturday's terror attack. 


In Vienna, Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky said that the recall of the 
ambassador was no cause for alarm. 
“The Israelis will tell us when they 
wart something," he declared, ad- 
ding that Austria had no intention of 
recalling its ambassador to Israel, 
Ingo Mussi.

Dummy guns found in search of 
security prisoners at Beersheba jail 


BEERSHEBA (itim). — Warders 
searching cells of security prisoners 
at the jail near here yesterday found 
dummy sub-machineguns made of 
wood, scores of hand-made knives, 
knuckledusters, notebooks with in- 
structions on sabotage techniques 
and other forbidden articles. 

The intensive search was staged 
after a disturbance by security 
prisoners during visiting hours last 
Friday, when warders found several 
forbidden articles in a superficial 
search. 

Helped by reinforcements from 
other jails and a Border Police force, 
the warders also found maps drawn 
by the prisoners, Israel army ranks

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Heart transplant patient dies

TEL AVIV. — Israel's second heart- 
transplant recipient, 21-year-old Ab- 
dullah Azzam, died on Tuesday, 26 
days after receiving his new heart. 
He was buried yesterday at his home 

town of Talbs In the Sharon plain. 

A Kupat Holim spokesman said 
yesterday that Azzam’s body 
probably rejected the heart he had 
received in the operation at Beilin- 
son Medical Centre. 

Azzam had auffered from a 
degenerative heart disease for a 
number of years. Medical experts 
both here and abroad concluded that 
the only means of lengthening his life 
expectancy was by giving him a new 


heart. 

The transplant had caused a con- 
troversy in Jewish ultra-religious 
circles which oppose post mortem 
operations. The Public Committee 
tor Human Dignity applied to the 
attorney-general demanding that 
Prof. Maurice Levy, who headed the 
operating team, be tried for murder. 
Rabbi Raphael Solovechick of th 
committee told The Jerusalem Post 
that the heart must be removed from} 
the transplant recipient, who is not 8. 
Jew, and buried in the grave of the 
Jewish donor. 

The rabbi was displeased that 
Kupat Holim had not done this, and 
that it had announced the death only 
a very short time before the funeral. 


MK’s bill would give women 
equal job opportunities

Israeli employers definitely dis- 
eriminate against women in job op- 
portunities, Knesset Member Sara 
Doron (Likud) charged In the 
Knesset yesterday. She was in- 
troducing her private bill for an 
Equal Employment Opportunities 
law. 

“Bosses prefer male workers over 
‘Women workers even when both are 

ied for a particular 
job!" Doron said. “All you have to do 
is open the Friday papers to the job 
adverts. You will notice that the use 
of the male gender in the wording of 
the adverts always exceeds use of 
the female gender. 

“There are plenty of offers to 
women for secretarial jobs. But 
when it comes to supervisory 
Positions, the call goes out to men. 
And the business world is not the 
only culprit. In our, educational 


system, women may dominate the 
lower teaching ranks. But when it 
comes to the higher levels, there are 
too few women.” 

Replying for the government, 
Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Yisrael Katz sald he welcomed 
Doron’s ἘΠῚ and will even direct his 


legal staff to expand on it. At Katz's — 


suggestion. the House voted the bill 
to committee for legislative draf- 
ting. 

Dr. Katz noted: ‘We classify 
employment opportunities here into 
352 different job classifications. We 


find that 65 per cent of our women. 


workers are represented in only 38 
out of these 352 classifications. When 
you consider the fact that more than 
8 third of Israel's Jewish women are 
in the Jabour market, you realize 
there is ample reason to believe that 
the statute being proposed by Doron 
would definitely fill a void in our law- 
books." 


Bill seeks to punish unfair marketing

Misleading or untrue advertising 
or any deliberate deception of the 
consumer will be penalized by law 
according to the provisions of the 
proposed Consumers Protection Law 
which will be tabled by Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism Minister 
Yigal Hurvitz in the Knesset. 

The draft bil] has now been sent to 
the government ministries and the 
country’s leading legal authorities 
for comment before it is tabled in the 


Knesset. 

According to the provisions of the 
bill, any deception of the client by 
advertising, packaging or name will 
be Hable for penalties as high 85 a 
1L.200,000 fine or three years im- 
prisonment. 


Among many other provisions the 
proposed bill says that pedlars and 
street vendors will be obliged to 
return money for unsatisfactory 
goods in sales of more than 11.300, 
and lays down regulations for adver- 
tising in end-of-season sales.

Saudis say they will shop 
elsewhere if U.S. stops F-15

WASHINGTON. --- Saudi Arabia has 
told the U.S. in strong terms that a 
substantial delay in the projected 
sale of F-15 jet fighters will force 
them to turn elsewhere for advanced 
warplanes, a State Department of-

The statement by Deputy Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Brian Atwood 
came as Senator Henry Jackson call- 
ed for postponing action on 41} con- 
troversial warplanes sales to the 
Middle Bast, and as Saudi Am- 
bassador Ali Alireza sent an appeal 
on behalf of the F-15 tranaaction to 
every member of congress. 

“A delay is just as bad as a rejec- 
tion” in the view of the Saudis, said 
Atwood. the State Department's 
chief lobbyist on the warplane issue. 
Atwood said that a six-month delay 
— which has been suggested by 
Jackson and some other con- 
gressional figures — would actually 
mean an effective postponement of. 
at least a year due to congressional 
adjournment this fall and the time- 
consuming requirements for con- 
gressional review. 

Atwood said the Saudis have 
stated ‘categorically’ through 
diplomatic channels that any delay 
of this magnitude will cause them to 
buy their warplanes elsewhere. Due 
to the aging condition of their pre- 
sent military aircraft and the 
passage of more than two years 
since the first U.S. commitment to 
supply more modern planes, he said, 


the Saudis have: sefd ‘they simply 
couldn’t tolerate another year’s 
delay."*

gress is the French Mirage F-1, to be

American claims he was

American businessman charged on

1971. 

Frank Emmick, who was released 
from a Cuban jail last January 2 asa 
gesture to the Carter administration, 
compared conditions in Cuban jails 
to those existing in Hitler's Ger- 


many. 
He also said “Russian or Czech in- 
dividuais"’ observed his interroga- 
tion by Cuban agents shortly after 
hig arrest in 1963 on charges of being 
a Central Intelligence Agency agent. 
“I was arrested and accused of be- 
ing the chief of the CIA in Cuba. Of 
course, I was greatly shocked as I 
have never been a CIA agent, let 


alone the chief,” said Emmick, who 
owned a frog legs exporting business 
in Havana during the 1950s and early 
19603. . 


Emmick, 63, read a 22- 
page statement detailing the 
physical and psychological torture 
and mistreatment to which he said 
he was subjected while serving over 
14 years of a 50-year sentence in 
various Cuban jails. 

“Tn August 1971, I received con- 
fidentia] information that Castro 
was holding the American political 
prisoners (some 200) as hostages of 
the Vietnam war and under no condi- 
tion would be negotiate our 
freedom,” he said. 


He estimated there are now some

Another Cairo newspaper, “Al

Nipping crime in the bu 


IF THE CHILD is father of the man, 
as Wordsworth wrote tand Freud 
confirmed), the juvenile offender is 
parent to the criminal adult. 

One need not read the full text of 
the Shimron Report to learn that 
there ts today more lawbreaking in 
the country than we can afford. 

The criminai is, on the socia? and 
economic ievels, a prodigious 
wastrel. Instead of contributing his 
share to the national output and 
defence, he consumes the efforts of 
the productive majority — first by 
stealing, embezzijng or robbing what 
does not beiong to him. then by 
engaging the ccatly professional 
labouw. of the police, the courts; the 
Prisons. If he is also violent, his vic- 
tims need medical help. If they are 
dighbled or killed. more 
breadwinrers are lost,to the labour 
force . The Nazareth district court 
tria: of 14 inmates of the Shatta 
prison for the murder of a fellow con- 
vict has so far cost the taxpayer well 
over ILJ0m.. even before sentence is 


passed. 
What must be done now? How are 
the Shimron Commission 


recommendations best translated 
into practice? Crime being endemic 
in all societies, all times, all 
regimes, what were and are other 
governments doing about it? Social 
scientists, social workers, probation 
officers and the police long ago 
arrived at the conclusion that 
prevention bas a much better chance 


- and costs leay if'appiied to the young, 


than attempts at cure with the 
adults. What can a government do to 
save the incipient teen-age or even 
younger offender from crime as a 
way of life? 

An intelligent assessment, based 
on half a century of experience, 
came last month from a visitor, Dr. 
Gisela Konopka, director of the Cen- 
tre for Youth Development and 


‘Research and professor of social 


work at the University of Minnesota. 
An expert of renown on wayward 
youth, she was here (on her sixth 
visit) to conduct a series of 
workshops for field instructors and 
social workers dealing with 
adolescents. 


ALL SCIENTISTS in the human 
relations field agree that delinquency 
has social and psychological roots. 
Children and adolescents who suf- 
fered emotional deprivation at 
home, whether the home is under- 
privileged, overcrowded, or comf{or- 
table, react with hostility. 


If the environment is permissive 
and tolerates. or even respects, un- 
inhibited expression of aggression. 
impulsive or calculated, the climate 
is favourable for the growth of a 
bumper crop of juvenile offenders. 
Unless checked in time, they 
graduate into case-hardened delin- 
quents while still in their teens. 
“Abuse at home, frustration, social 
privation, destruction of self- 
respect, violation of dignity," are the 
elements, saya Dr. Konopka, that 
drive young people into a lIlfe of 
crime. 


IT DOES happen, of course, that for 
some, crime begins at 40. A Haifa 
University researcher has produced 
a thesis on such latecomers. But a 
psycho-analyst would have no dif- 
flculty in showing that a belated en- 
try into a criminal career is another 
form of mid-life crisis, and that the 
seeds for it jay dormant In the 
wrongdoer from his early childhood, 
till opportunity without and un- 
fulfilled cravings within combined to 
break . down a flimsy wall of 
scruples. And this cuts across all 
social strata, as the increase in 
white-collar crime in Israel in the 
past decade shows. 

Dr. Konopka insists that young 


Ὁ people need more than just food, 


clothing and shelter. ‘‘What is need- 
ed is a safeguarding of human digni- 
ty. an enhancement of personhood, & 


’ feeling of being important. Store the 
aged, or childrén, In warehouses, 


where they are comparatively weil 
fed. in conditions of comfort and 
cleanliness, but give them no pur- 
pose for a continued life — that is no 
fulfilment of dignity. Put an adult 
offender in a stale environment 
without opportunity to make any 
decisions of his own — that is not 
fulfilment of human dignity.” 

The problems of juvenile delin- 
quency here, Dr. Konopka says, are 
similar to those of the U.S.: offences 
against property and acts of violence 
are committed mainly by boys; 
prostitution is the main delinquency 
among the girls. 

She agrees with the findings of our 
social workers on the general 
causes: changes in family life, main- 
ly the retreat of the father from his 
once dominant position and the 
emergence of the mother from the 
shelter of the home to outside work 
to help support the family. 

DR. KONOPKA is sceptical about 
the possibility of eliminating crime 
completely. ‘Every human condi- 
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streas it, where radio and TV don't 
proclaim it, where schools and un- 
iversities don't teach it and where 
Jews prevent anti-Zlonist literature 
from reaching the bookshops.’* 


Emelyanov presents the Supreme 
Soviet with a detailed list of 
recommendations for rooting out 
Zionism, But he bemoans the fact 
that, In many parts of the world, 
Zionists and their cohorts are ready 
to fight the sort of educational 
programme necessary, with the 
argument that it may lead to 
pogroms, “Strange as it may seem. 
in most cases this hackneyed 
blackmailing method works," he 
complains. ‘‘Responsible ‘goyim’ 
prefer to be safe than to incur Jewish 
wrath and be accused of promoting 
pogroms.” 


Emelyanov [5 made of sterner 
stuff, however, and is willing to 
Sacrifice hig own personal safety and 
risk being called an inciter of 
pogroms. 


Government and allya circles here 
in Israel say that this is precisely 
what he is. They point out that he is 
not the ‘only propagandist in the 
USSR today disseminating theories 
of an International Jewish con- 
spiracy. These potentially Imperil 
every Jew in the Soviet Union, 
regardless of his political per- 
suasions. 


They add that the very fact that 
such assertions can be made public- 
lv in the USSR 15 significant. Had the 
authorities opposed the Emelyanov 
message, he would have been silenc- 
ed long ago.

tion will develop new problems,” she 
says. “Perhaps we don't have more 
of these problems today than in the 
past. But we certainly have more 
awareness of them, especially of 
juvenile delinquency. We must 
beware of misinterpreting statistics, 
which are complex. You have a 
different society today than you dida 
generation or two ago. Israel was 
built by self-selected idealists. They 
had an important purpose. 

“The young people need such a 
purpose: unless they feel they are 
important they tend to delinquency. 
The change in the social climate is 
harder on girls than on boys. The 
girls develop a sense of 
worthlessness and react either with 
depression or aggression. They turn 
to drugs or prostitution. If they were 
brought up in an authoritarian 
culture, they pass from the domina- 
tion of the father to that of the hus- 
band. If that environment is broken 
up, they have a hard time coping 
with the change. What needs to be 
done is to raise their self-esteem. 
They need status, They need work 
that answers their needs, work that 
requires them to be well dressed 
and clean, that gives them 
prestige." 

How should young offenders be 
treated? By sending them to closed 

- institutions to protect society against 
them? “Locks invite breaking out. 
They should be used only for the 

. Teally dangerous,"' she says. In any 

‘ event, “it's Important how such in- 
stitutions are built, what they look 
like. If their appearance is forbid- 
ding, they strengthen in the young a 
sense of worthlessuess, which in turn 
strengthens their resentment and 
‘aggression.” 

What young people need is “a 
genuinely respectful relationship 
with the older generation. They want 
to be close to a caring adult who will 
listen, and they want to feel a sense 
of belonging. I have no technique for 
getting youngsters to talk to me. I 
respect them and they sense that." 

Neither the law-abiding nor the 
law-breaking man or woman has 
programmed his or her own per- 
sonality. Re-programming can be 
brought about only by people both 
‘strong and kind enough to win the 
respect of the wayward, Training 
such rare people in sufficient 
numbers is one of the ways of reduc- 
ing future crime. It Is as promising 
an investment as putting more traf- 
fie policemen on the roads to prevent 
accidents.

More police to catch speeders

scbstantial number of tickets. In 
1976, the latest year for which 


statistics are available, 864,155 
tickets were issued. However, 70 per 
cent of these were for parking 
violations. This means that 
throughout the entire country less 
than 100 tickets were issued daily for 
driving, or moving offences. 

The reason for this disparity is not 
that Israelis know how to drive but 
not how to park, but rather that 
parking tickets are easier to give. 

The police are aware of this 
problem. Acco: to Assistant 
Commander Shmuel . chief of 
the Traffic Division at National 
Headquarters, the two main 
obstacles facing the force are man- 
power and lack of equip- 
ment, This includes radar machines 
to catch speeders and cameras at 
traffic signals to record evidence 


One temporary measure con- 
templated to counteract the man- 
power shortage is to have all 
policemen on the road issue traffic 
tickets, as far as their other duties 
permit this. Ezra Kamma, legal ad- 
viser at the Transport Ministry, 
thinks that this approach, unex- 
plored until now, is worth following 
up. In his opinion the fact that police 
may witness. violation, but ignore 
it, is far worse, from the psy- 
chological standpoint, than the 
absence of police from the road. 

Traffic observers — drivers who 
have completed the Defensive Driv- 
ing course of the National Council far 
the Prevention of Accidents and

In any case, be does not think the 
observers really help the manpower 
problem. First, they make ‘their 
observations only while travelling on 


their own business, and not under the 
direction of the police. More impor- 
tant, because they do not have the 
right to stop cars, they cannot give 
tickets on the spot, which is of prime 
psychological importance. 

Another problem in correcting 
offenders is the delay in the legal 
process, once a ticket has been 
issued. Here too there is a manpower 
shortage. Jerusalem, for example, 
has only one traffic judge and it 

. takes several months to bring an 
offender to court. Serious cases can 
take twice as long. There is less of 8. 
backlog in Tel Aviv, which has 
several traffic judges. 

In the meantime, Kamma sup- 
ports a proposal to amend the law so 
that in the case of traffic violations 
written testimony will be accep- 
table. This will release the police 
from the burden of having to spend 
hours in court. It may also make eye- 
witnesses more willing to testify, 
since it will not involve a great loss 
of their time. 

At present, about 20 per cent of all 
summonses are forwarded to the 
courts. These include all tickets for 
speeding and illegal overtaking. 
About 60 per cent of the cases 
referred to court are settled by the 
payment of a fine before the trial. 

Will people really drive better 
once more tickets are issued? Kam- 
ma. is noncommittal on the effec- 
tiveness of punishment, especially 
because the same drivers are ἐμέ ἡ 

to court again and again.

bad drivers. He divides punishment 
into three factors: severity of the

Truckers warn of 
cargo backlog 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The truckers recently 
warned that at the end af the 
seamen's strike the cargoes piled up 
in the ports will create a big problem 
for them. 

In a telegram to the Minister of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Tourism the 
truckers said that the most critically 
affected port will be that of Eilat. 
“With the best of planning we will 
not be able to clear the ports, es- 
pecially Eilat, very quickly. This 
could have a very bad effect on 
Eilat, as more shippers may decide 
to re-route their cargoes to Ashdod 
and Haifa,” the truckers said. 

They explained that today a 
trucker taking cargo to Eilat returns 
empty, despite the fact that there 
are 10,000 tons of imported goods 
there which await release from 
customs. Another 40,000 tons are 
waiting and 750 containers are on 
board ships which are struck. Clear- 
ing the warehouses and quays of 
Eilat will demand many trips where 
trucks are full one way and empty on 
the return trip. Someone will have to 
pay for this, the truckers say.

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Beyond retaliation 


ΤΊ WOULD be ἃ mistake to view yesterday's massive Israeli 
miltary action in southern Lebanon as a simple, though 
justified, act of vengeance, in retaliation for the PLO terror at- 
tack on Isreeli civilians on Saturday. 

The action, despite its dimensions, was carefully restricted, 

both with regard to targets and to means. It was intended main- 
ly to foil the attempt by the terrorista to fill the political and . 
military void which has been permitted to develop in southern 
Lebanon which abuts on Israel. 

This void resulted from a de facto Syrian military take-over of 
Lebanon down to the Litani River, which it did not cross for fear 
of Israeli intervention, coupled with Lebanese failure to extend 
effective control into the area south of the Litani. 

The no-man’s land'thus created, together with the recent 
massive arms shipments from the Soviet Union to the PLO 
of Tyre, came to constitute a serious security 
threat to Israel, and a murderous potential against its northern 


Lebanese President Sarkis in attempting to stave off the 
Israeli action admitted that his government did not control the 
PLO-infested area south of the Litani. Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman yesterday corroborated this admission. 

By last night it seemed clear that Israel's major purpose is to 
clear and hold on to a wide strip parallel to its northern border 
until an effective anti-terrorist agreement is concluded with 
Syria and Lebanon. Provisions for keeping PLO terrorists away 
from the Israel border were said to have heen included in the 
Shtura agreement, hammered out between the various forces in 
Lebanon at the time of the Syrian take-over. But for all intents 
and purposes the Shtura agreement was born dead. 

The Israe] Government has made it as clear as possible that 
yesterday's action in Lebanon will not serve as a 
Israei’s remaining in that territory. Israel wants security for its 
citizens, not other people's lands. 

Yesterday's military operation should, in fact, have come 
some time ago, as soon as it became clear that the PLO was fill- 
ing the void left by the Lebanese Government. The reason it did 
not is equally clear: U.S. pressure against any Israeli interven- 
tion which it feared could lead to a confrontation with Syria. 

The reason the action could finally take place yesterday is 
also clear: the brutal murder at the hands of Lebanese-based 
PLO killers of scores of Israeli civilians, which, for the time be- 
ing, swept away the political underpinnings of American objec- 


The need to wait for the murder of scores of innocent victims 
in order to be able to justify resort to military action whose only 
purpose is to prevent terror, should say something about the 
moral priorities and prescience of U.S. diplomacy. 

It is also important to stress that the action should in no way 
prejudice the continued search for agreement between Israel 
and Egypt. On the contrary, one of the goals of the military ac- 
tion was to deprive the PLO of its southern Lebanese bases, that 
were used as springboards for forays into Israel designed to un-

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BREAST-FEEDING IN ISRAEL 


To the Rditor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — I would like to thank Martha 
Meisels and The Jerusalem Post for 
the article of February 24 on breast- 
feeding and La Leche League, but 
take exception to some points which 
are not quite accurate. 

You state that only “approved 


. leaders and leader applicants” are 


authorized to disseminate informa- 
tion. In fact, there are many leader 
applicants in Israel right now, many 
of whom are Israelia, but. none of 
whom is authorized to eepcenent La 
Leche League in any offi capaci- 
ty. This includes women who are 
listed in the article. Only qualified 
breast-feeding counsellors, whom 
you listed as ‘‘leaders,’’ are 
authorized.to do so. In addition to 
those mentioned in the article, there 
are four others in Israel right now, in 
Ashdod, Hebron, Haifa and Rishon 
LeZion. Groups also meet in the’ 
above areas.as well as Netanya, and 
anyone seeking more information 
can contact me. 

Another -point of contention is that 
La Leche League in Israel attracts 
mainly English-speaking women. 
This is not true. Perhaps in the Tel 
Aviv area where Emily is a leader, 
the majority of women are English 
speaking, but in my area (Netanya, 
Hadera, Pardess Hanna/Karkur, 
ete.), the demand has been so great 
that we are presently starting our se- 
cond Hebrew-speaking group. 

You also mentioned that breast- 
feeding after a Caesarian section is” 
more difficult.
